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NEWS OF THE PROFESSION. 



Judge Yarrell Out of Race for Congress. — Ex-Judge Leonidas D. 
Yarrell, of Greensville has published a card, in which he withdraws from 
the congressional race. Among other things, the Judge says: "I desire 
to inform my friends and the public that I have been unable to secure 
a joint debating contest for the congressional nomination, and that 
I am unwilling to engage in any other than an open, face to face fight 
on the hustings for the nomination. I have never possessed the beg- 
ging faculty, and regard the position of congressman as of too much 
dignity and importance to the material interest of the district to be 
given merely at the personal solicitation of the candidate without 
requiring him to state his position on all public questions of interest 
to his people, and sustain it, against all rivals in open, manly debate 
on the hustings." The retirement of Judge Yarrell leaves in the field 
Major Francis Lassiter, Mr. Mann and Mr. Southall, incumbent. 

Vol. 104, Virginia Reports. — The Flanhart Printing Company, of 
Richmond, was awarded the contract for printing the Virginia reports 
this year, but the contract has been annulled, and the bondsmen for 
the printing concern will have the work done. The contract was 
awarded by Public Printer Bottoms February 28th, the bid of the 
Flanhart company being 39J4 cents for composition and 19J4 per token 
for presswork. The volume was estimated to make 1,000 pages, arid 
the copy was delivered March 3d, the printing to be completed 
seventy-five days after the copy was received. The contractors were 
handicapped in their operations by reason of the strike of the printers, 
and that alone is the cause of the failure to comply with the provisions 
of the contract. The printing of the volume is being carried on by 
the Flanhart Company for the bondsmen, and it is expected that the 
volume will be completed in a short time. 

Roland E. Chase Grand Master of Odd Fellows. — At the recent 
meeting of the order in Richmond, Roland E. Chase, of Clintwood, 
Dickenson county, was made Grand Master of the Virginia Grand 
Lodge. Mr. Chase was initiated in the Norton Lodge in 1896, since 
which time he has been prominent in the workings of the order. Mr. 
Chase was born on Holly Creek (now the site of Clintwood), Wise 
county, August 14, 1867. He attended the public school at Clintwood 
and Gladeville College, after which he took a law course at the 
National Normal University at Lebanon, O., in 1887-8. He was 
licensed to practice law in his native county on the next day after 
attaining his majority. He has been the moving spirit of most of 
the enterprises that have been set on foot in Dickenson county. 

A Business-Like Judge. — All will admire the action taken by Judge 
Watson at the recent term of Nottoway court, in refusing to postpone 
cases on account of the tardiness of counsel and witnesses. In mak- 
ing the refusal, he stated that it was not fair to members of the jury 
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and others who were forced to be there to keep them waiting the 
pleasure and convenience of the attorneys. In the particular case in 
point he refused to delay a case for two hours in order that one of 
the attorneys could arrive and some of the witnesses, the case going 
over to the next term. There has been too much of this sort of thing, 
and Judge Watson does well to call a halt to them. He will certainly 
receive the plaudits of those who have to serve on the juries. — Black- 
stone Courier. 

President Honors Ex-Gov. Montague. — President Roosevelt has ap- 
pointed ex-Governor Montague, of Virginia, and Paul S. Reinsch, of 
Wisconsin, delegates to the sixth annual conference of American 
States at Rio Janeiro in July. The appointment of Mr. Montague was 
a personal one with the President, who is a great friend of the former 
Governor. The appointment is worth about $8,000, congress having 
appropriated $75,000 for the pay and expenses of nine delegates. The 
work will require about two and a half months. 

Printers Show Appreciation. — At the annual meeting of the Rich- 
mond Typographical Union, No. 90, last month, two watch fobs 
were presented to Messrs. L. O. Wendenburg and John A. Lamb, the 
counsel for the union in the recent injunction proceedings which grew 
out of the printers' strike for an eight-hour day. It will be remem- 
bered that the printers won out in this famous litigation, and the fobs 
were presented as tokens of appreciation of the good work of their 
attorneys, through whom they won the victory. 

Senator Noel Will Oppose Slemp.— State Senator J. C. Noel, the 
Republican leader in the recent Senate session, has declared himself 
a candidate for the Republican nomination for Congress against 
Slemp in the Ninth District. Much opposition among the people to 
Slemp is claimed. Mr. Noel is an able lawyer and fine speaker and 
will submit his claims to the Republican district convention at Marion. 
Former Attorney-General Ayres, of Big Stone Gap, will probably run 
on the Democratic ticket. 

Portraits of Noted Men for Westmoreland. — Several portraits are 
to be unveiled in the Westmoreland county courthouse in the near 
future, among them being those of Colonel Henry T. Garnett and 
his son, presented by Mrs. Morris, of Fredericksburg; and those of 
General R. L. T. Beale, Judge Critcher, Judge Robert T. Mayo, Colonel 
Willoughby Newton, Judge R. M. Mayo, General Robert E. Lee and 
ex-President James Monroe. 

Col. Cabell Is a Candidate.— Col. George C. Cabell, a strong and 
eloquent attorney of Norfolk has announced his candidacy for the 
democratic nomination for congress in the Second District of Vir- 
ginia. The entry of Colonel Cabell into the race makes the third 
candidate for congressional honors — Judge D. Tucker Brooke, and 
Congressman Harry Maynard of Portsmouth being the other aspir- 
ants. 
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Candidacy of Judge Saunders. — Judge Edward W. Saunders last 
month announced his candidacy for Congress to succeed Governor 
Swanson from the Fifth District. Judge Saunders is now judge of 
the circuit court, and was one of the most prominent members of the 
constitutional convention. He is one of the strongest debaters in 
the South. He will probably have a walkover for the nomination. 

Ex- Judge Appointed Postmaster. — Judge Wingfield Griffin, who suc- 
ceeds W. W. Brand as postmaster of Salem, served seventeen years as 
judge of the Roanoke county court, and was for a long time clerk of 
the courts of Roanoke county. He was captain of Co. H, Second 
Virginia regiment, in the Spanish-American war. 

Mr. Brown Will Practice in Middlesex. — C. Beverley Brown, who 
passed the state bar examination in January, and who has been at- 
tending the University Law School for the past two years, has opened 
an office at Urbanna, Middlesex county. 

Withers Will Not Run.— Robert W. Withers, of Suffolk, heretofore 
an aspirant for the Democratic Congressional nomination in the 
Second District, makes official anouncement that he will not stand 
for the nomination this year. 



Announcement has been made of the engagement of Miss Helen 
McGill Leavenworth, of Petersburg, to Mr. Richard Scott Blackburn 
Smith, of Berryville,, Va., the wedding to take place in June. Mr. 
Smith is the son of the late Mr. Charles Smith, of Clarke county, and 
is a leading lawyer of Berryville, having served with distinction in 
the State Legislature. While a member of the House, Mr. Smith bore 
the nickname of the "Napoleon of the House," on account of his 
resemblance to the great commander. He is an alumnus of the 
University of Virginia and former mayor of Berryville, which latter 
position he resigned to serve on General Fitzhugh Lee's staff during 
the Spanish-American war. 

James McBride Webb, of the Norfolk bar, and Miss Vianna West 
Leatherbury, daughter of Mr. Thomas E. Leatherbury, of Eastern 
Shore, were married on May 82, at the residence of Mrs. W. H. Sea- 
bury, Norfolk. 

Miss Julia Gatewood Allen, of Woodstock, and Mr. H. A. Latane, 
a former member of the legislature from Botetourt county, will be 
married next month. Their future home will be in Buchanan, Va. 

Malcomb G. Bruce, one of the young members of the Halifax bar, 
was married .on May 29, to Miss Myrtle Celia Heisen. The ceremony 
took place at 65 Lake Shore Drive, Chicago. 

Announcement has been made of the engagement of Miss Lucy 
Saunders, of Everetts, Va., to Parke Deane, of Windsor, Va. 
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The Nestor of the Bar. — Samuel F. Howard died at his home in 
King and Queen county on May 33d. Mr. Howard was, perhaps, the 
oldest lawyer in Virginia, being in his ninetieth year. He was for a 
number of years one of the foremost lawyers at his county bar. He 
retired from practice about twenty years ago, and since that time he 
has lived quietly at Newington, the family homestead for one hundred 
years. He was widely known and had the esteem and respect of all 
who knew him. As a citizen, he was patriotic and public spirited; as 
a lawyer, he was learned, accurate and painstaking; as a neighbor, 
he was kind and sympathetic. He married a Miss Brockenborough, 
of Essex, who died many years ago. He leaves no children. His 
body was taken to Tappahanock, and buried beside that of his wife.
